Insurance 
Cut Out For 
Servicemen 


Effective Jan. I, 1957, the us­ 
ual $10,000 free 
insurance 
for 
American servicemen will 
no 
longer be in existence. 
Although first glance shows no 
compensation to offset this. Pub 
he Law 881 provides for across 
the board increases in payments 
to include additional Social Se­ 
curity payments not found in the 
old provisions. 
Under this new law, widows of 
all commissioned officers receive 
$112 monthly plus 12 percent of 
the officer’s base pay. 
For example: the widow of a 
second lieutenant with less than 
two years active duty would re­ 
ceive $139 per month. 
The scale is graduated direct­ 
ly with the number of years of 
active duty. The more time spent 
in the service, the more money 
payed per month. 
Enlisted men with less than 
two years active duty also get 
the $112 per month plus 12 per­ 
cent of base pay for their sur­ 
vivors. This totals to $122 per 
month for less than two years 
active duty.
